Windows and Doors Being In- 
stalled This Week. 


Friends of the Fundamentalist 
Baptist congregation in Oak Cliff 
have been made very happy by 
the blessing of God on the ef- 
fort of the church to build a 

t tabernacle, going on the 
cash basis. There was great re- 
joicing on April 15th of this 
year, when the congregation en- 
tered its auditorium, with every 
brick, timber, and pieces of 
steel paid for in cash. The audi- 
torium was used throughout the 
summer without windows and 
doors, and indeed they were not 
needed. But as the cold winds of 
winter begin to blow soon, it 
was necessary that the building 
be made comfortably tight for

_ expected that the last window will 
be put in before Sunday. All ma- 
terials are bought for spot cash. 

There are two reasons for this 
cash policy. The first is that we 
believe it is a sin to have great 
and burdensome @iebts on church 
buildings, making necessary con- 
stant pressure for money and a 
compromise with moneyed péo le, 
in the effort to pay debts. Too 
many churches drive away the 
poor people because of their con- 
stant thought of money and 
drives to collect money. Pastors, 
teachers, and officers often feel 
compelled to think and scheme 
more about raising money than 

they do about winning ‘ souls. 
Thank God, that is not true in 
this.church. 

The second reason for paying 
cash is that it is good business. 
We have gotten better prices on 
every item, because we bought 
for cash. Business men respect 
and ought to respect a church 
that pays cash. Debts are always 
a very serious problem and some- 
times they are postively wicked. 
Very often, probably most of the 
time, debts are bad business. 
Therefore we pay cash for all 
materials and for all labor that 
we hire. 

Many People Donate Labor 

The building thus far has large- 
ly been made possible by the do- 
nation of labor by good men, 
common laborers, carpenters, 
brick layers, etc. Brother D. D. 
Swindle, the architect who drew 
and donated the plans and then 
worked for wages, supervising 
construction of the auditorium, 


_ ed to supervise work on _ our! 
» building. Numbers of other car- 
| * penters are donating time every 
day this week. A great number 
.of men do hard common labor, 
digging dirt out of the basement, 
. handling brick, mortar, and lum- 
ber, etc. Work even continues in 
the evening and many men come 
» te the church for two or three 
* hours work after their regular 
>» . business hours are passed. At noon 
every day the good women of 
» the church bring lunch for all 


two story section of wall, back 
of the choir, on the outside, must 


‘be covered with metal lath and 


stucco. Both metal lath and 
stucco will cost money. Perhaps 
a plasterer will donate his time, 
as carpenters are theirs. 

The basement under the choir 
including a lot of room,’ will 
need to be closed in for winter 
use. Here men and women’s toilets 
will be installed, concrete floors 
must be laid, partitions erected, 
steps built, etc. This will cost 
probably $100.00 for materials 
and must be done right away. 

. Back of the auditorium on the 
west side, facing Story Street, 
will be the church offices and 
the study of the pastor. It is plan- 
ned to fit up the office there as 
soon as possible. Steel lintels will 
be required over the windows and 
doors .in the brick wall. More 
mortar must be bought, bricks 
must be laid. A little more than 
$100.00 worth of lumber is need- 
ed for this office and study. 

$250.00 NEEDED 

To prepare the building for 
cold-weather the church needs 
$250.00 this week and next. There 
are two reasons for doing it right 
now. One is that cold weather is 
coming and we must be prepared. 
The other reason is that we will 
soon need to raise money for 
other purposes and ought to get 
this building matter out of the 
way. We will have to make ar- 
rangement for heating during the 
winter and then on November 
28th another payment on our lot 
comes due. It is not heavy, only 
about $645.00, including princi- 
pal and interest, but we ought to 
be ready: to mest it without any 
pressure. So we need to _ take 
care of closing in the building 
new and all our people are happy 
to have a part in that work.

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LEGALIZED RACE TRACK 
GAMBLING MUST GO

of rich men who. owned race 
horses and representatives of-the 
gambling fraternities.. Now the 
ublic is being aroused and the 
iniquitous law must go. . 
Gambling Is Crooked 
Gambling of any kind is _ sin 
and the ‘man who gambles is to 
all intents and purposes a thief. 
The hijacker holds up his vic- 
tim simply to get money which 
he does not earn, money he did 
not work for, money to which he 
is not entitled. .Thé bettor on 
horse races hopes to do exadtly 
the same thing, that is, to get 
money he does not work for, did 


money he does not work. for, 
did not earn, money «hat 
does not belong to him, by 


hook or crook. He hopes by being 
smarter than the other fellow, to 
get his money. He hopes either 
to out-guess the other man, or 
better still, he hopes to bet on 


some tip that the other man does | 


not kKnow-about and get the other 
mans money without 
for it. He hopes by the bribing 
ofa dockey or a judge, by a com- 
he n of jockeys against one 
horse, or by having the hérse 
doped, or a sponge in his nose, 


or by any one of innumerable’! 


crooked devices which are pos- 
sible, that some particuar horse 
is predestined by the crooks and 
big gamblers, to win the race. 
And the ordinary gambler hopes 
to pay a little money to crooked 
dopesters and learn what Horse is 
scheduled to win; and so to take 
the other man’s money. The race 
horse gambling game is a crook- 
ed game, and a game of crooks. 
It is not conducted nor, .sup- 
ported by a group of honest” busi- 
ness men expecting to make legit- 
imate business. Instead of that, it 
is a game promoted by big-shot 
crooks, patronized by. sucker 
crooks, is controlled by the un- 
derworld, and is allowed by the 
extravagant avaricious 
government for the shekels it 
brings in in Texas. 

Horse Race Gambling Hurts Le- 
gitimate Business, Retards Re- 
covery, Threatens Economic 
Rum 


Not only the moral force, but 
the business leaders of the cities 
of Texas.are aroused over the 
gambling»evil. The first four 
months of Tegalized racing in 
Texas, mere than sixteen million 
dollars went through Pari-mutuel 
machines at race tracks in Texas. 
That does not count gambling 
through bookies: Before the pres- 
ent law was passed, it was esti- 
mated that the state would get 
taxes on thirty million dollars 
which was to be “legally” gam- 
bled by suckers in Texas. It now 
becomes evident that more than 


that amount of. money will be} 


thrown away annually on gamb- 
ling, on legal horse race gambling 
in Texas. 

In Dallas alone, at the Dallas 
Fair race track and at Arlington 
Downs, millions of Dallas money 
has been worse than wasted. It 
is estimated that more than one 
fourth of the sixteen million dol- 


lars reported by the state to have | 


been legally gambled on race 
horses was Dallas money. That 
would mean that the city of Dal- 


‘las, which has more than fifty 


thousand on relief rolls (more 
than that in the winter time, 
slightly less in the summer) 
meedy people that we can hardly 
eare for, can yet waste four mil- 
lion dollars on money that goes 
to racing touts, big shot gamblers 
and the criminal underworld class 
that throngs to racing centers. 
Gambling money does not pay 
henest debts. Men who lost mon- 
ey at the race tracks did not use 
that money to pay grov ery bills, 
dry goods bills, shoe bills, gas 
and oil accounts. They gambled 
away money with which they for- 


‘merly paid rent and utility bills. 
“The men who lost money at the 


vace track, I say, by that much 


working | 


er hand the men who won tem- 
porary (for no man wins per- 


conservatively to pay honest debts 
and do constructive work. Gamb- 
ling money, easy money, flows 
freely, but not in good channels. 
“Easy come, easy go!” Gambling 
money comes in so easily, it 
seems, when it comes in at all. 
“Here is easy money,” thinks 
the gambler, “I did not work for 
it, I simply got it by being smart. 
There is*plenty more where it 
came from!” So the gambler is 
vastly pleased, lets the money 
slip through his fingers. some 
goes for booze, some to the night 
clubs, some for more racing tips 
and always, of course, some goes 
again, on’ the ponies.’ For as the 
drufikard goes back to his cups 
and the dope-head back to his 
dope, so the gambler is enslaved 
to his gambling habit. But the 
gambling money is not spent, 
even by the winners, to pay debts, 
build good business, and make 
Dallas prosperous. A large part 
of money spent on gambling is 
as good as burned. 

Leading department stores in 
;Dallas have been aroused to 
fight. race horse gambling. Retail 
merchants have described that 
their business is suffering, par- 
ticularly the collection depart- 
ments. Many business firms have 
issued orders forbidding 
ployees to gamble on the races, 
sometimes. forbidding the _ dis- 
cussion of the races during 
work hours because it tends 
to disorganize the work, ig- 
nore customers, and create ir- 
resposibility. The man ~- whose 
mind is thrilled with -the thought 
of making a big» haul of money 
without, any work, is not apt to 
do as good work as the man who 
depends on his regular salary or 
wages for a living and so is busy 
about earning it. Thus good busi- 
ness men see that gamblers make 
poor clerks, stenographers, ‘tell- 
ers, and salesmen and -cefrtainly 
they make poor customers when 
/1t comes to paying the bills. There 
lis no‘ doubt in the mind of in- 
telligent observers that economic 
recovery has been greatly re- 
tarded and partially defetaed by 
Texas. Legalized gambling is not 
legalized race track gambling in 
only a sin against God, a debauch- 
er of young men and a threat to 
morality, it is a crime against so- 
ciety in general. It is economic 
disaster as well as moral suicide. 

Gambling Is Sin 

Fundamentally, then, gambling 
is dishonest, is wicked. The same 
motive moves the gambler as 
moves the hijacker, the forger, 
the swindler—the motive ‘of dis- 
honest gain. The scripture tells 
us that God said to Adam, “In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread” (Genesis 3:19). And 
‘the scripture says, “Thou shalt 
not steal.’”’” Money should be earn- 
ed, not obtained by chance or 
trickery. God sees the thieving 
heart of every gambler who seeks 
money that is not his own, mon- 
ey that he does not earn. Gamb- 
ling is a sin. The man who 
gambles and wins is a thief, the 
man who gambles and loses is a 
fool as well as a thief, and event- 
ually all gamblers lose.

Everywhere in the world the 
gambling dive goes with the 
saloon and the brothel. Gambling 


has always flourished most in 
the wide open town where liquor , 
flowed freely, where prostitution | 
went unchecked and when there 
was little law or none. Gambling 
is essentially the trade of law-! 
less professionals and the vice of! 
lawless amateurs. From the dives 
of Europe to the wide open gamb- | 
ling towns of the West, or the’ 
underworld haunts in New York, 
that has been the same. Gambling | 
runs with crime. and gambling | 
makes criminals. 

How many young men have 
been led to ruin by gambling. 
First they risked and lost their 
own small earnings. Then, betting 
on another “sure-thing” they put 
their hand in their employer’s 
till for money that they were; 
certain: they could.pay back to- 
morrow, and lost it like they Iost ' 
their own. Twenty-odd years ago 
the campaign of righteousness 
which put out race track gamb- 
ling in Texas until it was reéent- 
ly repealed by the present law— 
that campaign, I say, was started 
when a young east Texas bank 
cashier committed that very folly 
and then when his disgrace must 
become known, put a bullet 
through his head. His mother 
wrote to Dr. J. Frank Norris, 
then the editor .of the Baptist 
Standard and Dr. Norris led the 
fight to bar race track gambling. 

Dallas business‘ houses . with- 
in this past year. have learned 
to be alarmed when employees 
gambled on the horses. . Their 
work suffered, character deterior- 
ated. Gambling men are not trust- 
worthy. Gambling takes away 
character and often leads to 
theft or even to a career of crime. 
The Gambler’s Sin Like Judas 

Iscariots 
The fire that burns in the bones 


of a gambler is like that which | 


sent-Clyde Barrow through his 
bloody, pillaging, sneaking and 
futile career—the lust for dis- 
honest gain. The gambling fever 
is the same as that which impels 
the forger, the pickpocket, the 


the lust for dishonest, unearned 
gain. The gambler has exactly 
the same temptation and lust for 
the same ends as did Judas Is- 
cariot when he sold the Saviour 
for thirty pieces of silver. Both 
lust for unearned money and sell 
virtue for cash. The scripture 
plainly tells us_ of\ Judas, 
that “he was a thief and carried 
the bag.” Every gambler, if he 
continues, is headed toward the 
same ruin that ended the career 
of poor, silly Clyde Barrow and 
Judas Iscariot—the tragic end of 
the dishonest who make money 
their god. In one form or another, 
the vengeance of God will come 
on the unrepentant gamblers.
